Cane sugar docs not ferment 


as other sugars, including corn 
glucose, which is a large con- 
stituent of cheap candies, but 
the refined white sugar is not so 
good, and any sugar eaten with 
other foods is bad, esDeeially 
when eaten at the same meal 
with meat or bread. The com- 
mon candies, in which sugar is 
mixed -with peanuts, spoiled egg 
albumen and fruits, are decided- 
ly injurious, but half a pound 
of molasses candy eaten three 
or four hours from a meal will 
do an active child in good health 
less harm than the usual quan- 
tity eaten in the usual way.
